I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December j 1961* 

The  population  living  within  the  area  vras  twelve  hundred,  shov/ing  a 
decrease  of  twenty  nine  since  the  1951  Census.  The  number  of  registered 
live  births  was  eighteen,  an  increase  of  five  over  I960,  but  the  birth 
rate  remains  below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  There  were  two  stillbirths 
and  this  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  one  hundred  per  thousand  live  and 
stillbirth  as  compared  i^ith  the  national  rate  of  18,7.  Such  a high  figure 
is  no  cause  for  alarm  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  total  number  of 
births  is  small  and  investigation  of  each  stillbirth  shows  that  they  were 
unavoidable.  The  sane  reasoning  applies  to  the  infant  mortality  rate  - 
one  unavoidable  infant  death  gives  a rate  of  fifty  five  per  thousandj  there 
was  no  infant  death  in  I960, 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty  six,  tliree  less  than  in 
i960.  The  adjusted  death  rate  is  only  little  more  than  the  national  rate 
and  compares  very  favourably  considering  the  high  proportion  of  elderly 
persons  resident  in  the  area.  Diseases  of  the  heart,  disease  of  the  blood 
vessels  to  the  nervous  system,  and  cancer  of  various  organs  remain  the  main 
cause  of  death. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  during  the  year.  Two  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  both  persons  vjere  over  the  age  of 
forty  fivej  no  person  died  from  this  disease. 
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The  sewage  disposal  scheme  was  commenced  in  September.  Although 
the  initia],  expense  is  considerable,  adequate  disposal  of  sewage  is  an 
essential  public  service.
